There's an article called "The 
Folitics, of Comics" which skims overs numerous strips 
ceiving brief, strained explanations of their sociolog- 
ical and philosophical backgrounds, and” 1s" a*etassit 
example of academic overkill, There is a rather 
lengthy and complex analogy drawh between Superman 
and puritanism that has to be read to be believed. 

The article is well written though, and had me almost 
sonvineed for a few seconds. A very good article on 
Harvey kurtzman's work. is followed by another ultimate 
in strained. scholarship called “A Thematic Analysis .of 
Underground Comics", and a good and somewhat 1éss 
pretentious article on Little Nemo.

Ghod how it all brings back 
the memories, This fanzine is a direct decendent of 
the Dwight Decker era of fandom, an era I enjoyed very 
much, Fandom will never be the same. 

For those who don’t know, faan fiction is fiction 
written by and about fans. Weird Faan Fiction is a 
fine example of a faan fiction fanzine, in some ways 
even better than the old Decker zines (sorry, Dwight). 

The artwork throughout is really good, by Larry 
Lee, Andy Mushynski, and even old Carl Gafford. 
Charles writes a really nice piece about an old fan 
who goes to visit an old fan friend who*s gone. pro 
in the comics. Jeff Anderson does a really fine story 
in the classic pulp style featuring fans as pulp -. 
heroes and villians. Ralph Alfonso contributes a well 
written story about a rejected fan artist. And, to top 
off the issue, Charles Spanier does a really beaytiful 
story after a story by Decker that turns out to be one 
of the best faan fiction things I've ever read. It 
has Decker written all over it. 

There's also a letter from Decker himself saying 
that he'll be writing no more faan fiction. Too bad, 
but the Spanier gang is doing a beautiful job of _ 
picking up the slack. Some faan fiction tends to be 
in-joke stuff (and I hope Charles will write me and 
let me in on anyone fictionalized in this issue that 
I didn't recognise), but the best of faan fiction can 
be fascinating to anyone who's even spent time in fan- 
dom, and Weird Faan Fiction fills the requirement 
superbly. This is must reading: for comics fans!
